LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

The  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard-Times  of  November  3  states  as  follows: 

"Increased  inquiry  for  staple  cotton  was  reported  throughout  the 
New  England  cotton  goods  centers  during  the  past  week,  but  actual  sales 
were  somewhat  limited  because  the  mills  are  vigorously  resisting  the 
advance  in  basis  quotations.    They  are  diligently  combing  the  market 
here  and  elsewhere  in  an  effort  to  shade  the  market,  but  are  finding 
it  very  difficult  to  cover  their  needs  at  lower  levels.

"Considerable  inquiry  for  Pima  cotton  has  been  reported,  though  the 
potential  buyers  are  not  very  numerous.    Spot  cotton  or  quick  delivery 
cotton  would  probably  bring  rather  fancy  prices,  since  there  appears 
to  be  practically  no  quick  Pima  available.     One  or  two  lots  of  'to 
arrive'  cotton  that  is  expected  in  shortly  have  been  sold  on  a  basis 
of  25  cents  for  number  twos  and  26  cents  for  number  ones  of  full  inch 
and  nine  sixteenths  staple.

"Further  increases  in  basis  featured  staple  cotton  markets  here  and 
elsewhere  in  New  England  during  the  past  week,  and  the  unwillingness 
of  the  mills  to  meet  the  new  price  levels  greatly  curtailed  the  volume 
of  trading,  even  though  there  continues  a  very  considerable  buying 
interest  that  is  held  in  check  only  by  price  considerations. 


"Interest  in  Pima  cotton  continued  in  some  quarters  this  week,  but 
it  was  rather  mild  and  the  price  quotations,  having  been  maintained  at 
the  same  levels  as  previously,  did  not  prove  particularly  attractive. 

"Current  basis  quotations  on  reasonably  prompt  shipment  cotton  seem 
to  be  15  to  25  points  up  from  a  week  ago.

THE  CROP  IN  EGYPT 

"Cotton"  of  Manchester , ; issue  of  November  9,  1935,  contains  a  dispatch 
from  the  Societe  Cotonniere  d'Egypte,  of  Alexandria,  dated  October  31st, 
which  reads,  in  part,  as  follows: 

*  *  * 

We  are  informed  by  our  correspondents  that  cultivators  are 
no  longer  keen  to  dispose  of  their  cotton  and  that  certain 
quantities  are  now  being  mortgaged  to  the  Agricultural  bank. 

It  may  be  interesting  to  mention  that  the  Government  is  about 
to  institute  a  new  3Law  with  a  view  to  forbidding  the  selection 
of  new  varieties  unless  special  permission  is  granted  and  after 
scientific  tests  have  proved  that  any  new  variety  is  superior 
in  quality  to  the  existing  varieties.
